The time has come again when it is the duty of those entrusted 
with the educational interests of the town, to present their Annual 
report of the condition of the schools. 


We are pleased to be able to report a good and wholesome con- 
dition in our schools. Our teachers were earnest, faithful and 
efficient ones. As every one knows, the character and faithfulness 
of the teachers is the most potent factor in the prosperity of the 
school. Ofcourse it is impossible to employ one or more teachers 
who are ideally perfect in their calling; since teachers share the 
limitation of humanity. We therefore deem the situation of the 
schools of a town very satisfactory when it can truthfully be said as 
it can be of the past year in Nelson, that we had two eacellent 
teachers. No. 1 being taught by Miss Ella G. Wallace and No. 2 
by Miss Bertha E. Gould. 


We are very much pleased with the interest that both scholars 
and parents have taken in the school work, and we warmly commend 
this increased interest and hope it may be much greater than it now is.
